Funeral services for Mrs. Lilias 
Blair McPhail Cary, widow of Col- 
onel Wilson Miles Cary ind a mem- 
ber of a distinguished family in 
this State, who died yesterday after 
a brief illness, will be held at 5 
P, M. today at “Ampthill House,” 
the residence of her step-son, Sen- 
ator Hunsdon Cary. Mrs. Cary was 
82 years of age. 


The services will be conducted 
by the Rev. William E. Hill, D. D., 
pastor of the Second Presbyterian 
Church, and interment will be in 
Hollywood Cemetery. 


Mrs. Cary was born at “Mulberry 
Hill,’ Charlotte County, and was a 
daughter of John B. McPhail and 
Mrs, Nancy Carrington McPhail, 
Through both of her parents she 
was widely related among the old- 
est Virginia families. 

Her mother was a daughter of 
Colonel Clement Carrington and a 
granddaughter of Judge Paul Car- 
rington, of the Sypreme Court of 
Appeals of Virginia. 

A notable figure in the pubiic life 
of Virginia for nearly half a cen- 
tury, Judge Paul Carrington had 
served as a member of the House 
of Burgesses from Charlotte 
County, as a member of the Vir- 
ginia Committee of Safety. and also 
of the several conventions of the 
Revolutionary period. He was also 
a distinguished member of the Vir- 
ginia convention of 1788 that rati- 
fied the Federal Constitution. With 
the establishment of the State gov- 
ernment he served in turn as a 
member of the General Court and 
then of the Supreme Court of Ap-
